FIRST DAY — Wednesday. 

Broad Street Methodist Church, 
Clinton, S. C., November 28, 1917. 

The Upper South Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, convened its third annual session in Broad Street Metho- 
dist Church, Clinton, S. C., at 9:00 a. m., November 28, 1917, Bishop 
W. A. Candler in the chair. . 

After singing Hymn 233 Bishop Candler administered the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper, assisted by J. B. Traywick, J. L. Stokes and T. C. 
O’Dell. 

The roll was called by W. J. Snyder, Secretary of the last Conference. 
One hundred and twenty-eight clerical and twelve lay members answered 
to their names. 

The following alternates were substituted for principals: Anderson 
District, W. T. McGill for J. A. Stephenson. Cokesbury District, 
W. P. B. Kinard for C. C. Wharton. Rock Hill District, J. M. McGarity 
for J. J. Lynn; S. R. Rutland for J. B. Burley. 

W. J. Synder was elected Secretary with D. W. Keller and L. E. 
Wiggins assistants. R. E. Turnipseed was elected Statistical Secretary 
with J. R. T. Major, B. R. Turnipseed and R. E. Sharp assistants.

Communications from the various connectional interests were referred 
to the proper boards and committees, without reading. Letter from the 
General Sunday School Secretary and communication from the Educa- 
tional Commission were read and referred to their respective boards. 

A cordial welcome was extended to the Conference by B. H. Boyd, 
Rev. H. E. Pressly, D. M. Douglas, D. D., and Rev. J. F. Jacobs in 
behalf of the Congregation, the Churches, the Educational Institutions, 
and the City Authorities, respectively. 

Suitable response was made by Bishop W. A. Candler. 

John O. Willson offered the following patriotic resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Whereas, The Government of Germany committed numerous acts of 
war against the United States of America by murdering our citizens on 
the high seas, by the same deed on land when destroying factories and 
other places; by conducting a secret spy system, encouraging disloyalty, 
and . hindering and hurting as they were able in our public affairs; so 
that ultimately our President and Congress were forced to recognize 
such state of war and to mobilize our people for defense at home and 
abroad; and. 

Whereas, Our young men have been registered for service and some of 
them have been called into our army and navy; and. 

Whereas, Today our people and our allies are facing a life and death 
struggle against the ruthless armies of Germany and her allies, which 
disregard all laws known among nations, which murder innocent men, 
women and children, which deal brutally with invaded populations and 
give over such countries to awful agonies and unspeakable injuries, 
including rape; and. 

Whereas, It is plain that the freedom of the world is at stake, and 
that the peace of the world demands the breaking down of the German 
autocracy, so that Germany shall no longer be a menace; and. 

Whereas, Our soldiers and sailors are now face to face with the enemy, 
and our great President and his helpers in civil and military affairs are 
conducting a war to secure the safety of our country and the world; 
therefore. 

Resolved, By the Upper South Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South: 

First. That our preachers and people recognize the war waged against 
us by Germany, and see the necessity of doing all that we can to meet 
and defeat our enemy and to gain a victory for the freedom of the 
world. 

Second. That we stand to the uttermost with President Woodrow 
Wilson and will co-operate with him in all civic and military measures 
necessary to achieve victory and so safeguard our country and the 
world. 

Third. That we will join in the prayer requested on tomorrow by the 
President, and will pray the God of righteousness to guide him, to 
strengthen our armies, and to give success in our defense of all human- 
kind. 

Fourth. That the Methodists and other Christian people of our country 
have always been patriotic and have answered the call of duty with 
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prompt and devoted loyalty; and as they have done in the past so they 
will do today. 

Fifth. That we commend to our people to endure bravely the going 
away from home of our sops and the war work of our women, well 
knowing that the great task before us cannot be accomplished without 
sacrifice; and we urge them to nerve themselves for possible years of 
such — and perhaps greater — service and sacrifice. 

Sixth. That we “commend them to God and the word of his grace” 
for comfort in this trying hour, and we commit ourselves and exhort 
them to unceasing prayer that God’s will may be done, and the world 
may be saved from tyranny, oppression, and slavery. 

Seventh. That all of us remember daily our boys at the front and in 
other service, that God may keep them in His holy care to the end.

The following resolution relating to religious work in the camps was 
offered by M. L. Carlisle: 

Whereas, A large number of young men answering the call to arms 
are in the military service of our country and quartered in various can- 
tonments throughout our land; and, 

Whereas, The National Guard, composed of troops from North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, and Tennessee, are now at Camp Sevier near 
Greenville; and. 

Whereas, The necessity for religious work among these young men 
is imperative; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions of the Upper South Carolina 
Conference take this matter under consideration and make some pro- 
vision to meet this need.

J. K. Holman, E. W. Mason and D. R. Roof were called, the character 
of each examined and passed and referred to the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations for the supernumerary relation. 
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The names of D. P. Boyd, M. M. Brabham, R. F. Bryant, J. E. Carlisle, 
Marion Dargan, R. L. Duffie and L. L. Inabinet were called, their 
character examined and passed and their names referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the superannuate relation. 

On announcement of the death of W. A. Clarke and W. P. Meadors 
their names were referred to the Committee on Memoirs. 

The name of M. G. Latham was called, his character examined and 
passed, and at his own request his name was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations for the supernumerary relation. 

On motion of John O. Willson, the privileges of the floor were granted 
to visiting members of the South Carolina Conference. 

Rev. A. D. Betts, President of Paine College, addressed the conference 
and, assisted by Dr. Geo. R. Stuart, took a collection for this institution 
amounting to $735.55. 

Report of the Board of Managers of Southern Christian Advocate 
was read by L. D. Gillespie. Adopted. (See Report.) 

Communication from the Sunday School Board of the South Carolina 
Conference in regard to establishing chairs in our educational institu- 
tions to train Sunday School teachers and leaders, was referred to the 
Board of Missions, the Board of Education, and Sunaay School Board. 

Question 10. What traveling preachers are elected deacons? was called, 
and Alexander McBee Doggett, Jacob Festus Golightly, Joseph Dempsey 
Griffin, George Heyward Hodges, George Thomas Hughes, Wade 
Hampton I.,ewis, Morris Keener Meadors, and Alexander Quay Rice, 
having stood approved examination upon the prescribed course of study, 
upon examination and passage^ of character, were elected deacons and 
advanced to the class of the third year. 

L. Porter Anderson, Benjamin Herbert Harvey and Scuddy Black- 
man White, not appearing before the committee for examination, were 
continued in the class of the second year. 

Jesse Clark Cunningham was called, his character examined and 
passed, but his relation to the Conference left fo be decided tomorrow. 

After announcements the Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by Dr. J. C. C. Newton. 

SECOND DAY — Thursday. 

Broad Street Methodist Church, 
Clinton, S. C., November 29, 1917. 

Conference was called to order at 9:30 this morning. Bishop W. A. 
Candler in the chair. 

Bishop Candler conducted the opening devotions, reading from Acts 
20:19-35, and commenting thereon. 

The roll of absentees was called. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

By order of the Conference the calling of the roll was dispensed with 
for the remainder of the session. 
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On motion of B. R. Turnipseed, it was ordered that the Conference 
go into the election of delegates to the General Conference immediately 
after the reception of the class into full connection. 

Communication from the South Carolina Conference in reference to 
the Epworth Orphanage was read by the Secretary and ordered laid 
on the table. 

J. R. T. Major moved that above communication be made the special 
order for 10;30 a. m. tomorrow. Carried. 

Question 10. What traveling preachers are elected deacons? was called, 
and Jesse Clark Cunningham was elected deacon and advanced to the 
class of the third year. 

Question 4. Who are admitted into full connection? was called, and 
Alexander McBee Doggett, Jacob Festus Golightly, Joseph Dempsey 
Griffin, George Heyward Hodges, George Thomas Hughes, Wade 
Hampton Lewis, Morris Keener Meadors, Alexander Quay Rice, and 
Jesse Clark Cunningham, after satisfactory answers to' the disciplinary 
questions, were admitted. 

J. F. McKelvey was substituted for W. A. Merritt as lay delegate from 
the Greenville District. 

The time for the special order having arrived the Conference went 
into the election of delegates to the General Conference. 

The Secretary announced the following tellers; W. B. Garrett and 
S. H. Booth for the clerical members, and J. D. Harris and Jno. B. 
Humbert for the lay members. 

The Bishop announced that the Conference was entitled to three 
clerical and three lay delegates. The vote was taken and tellers retired 
with the assistant Secretaries to count the ballots. 

The Bishop announced that the Thanksgiving offering would go to 
help some Japanese, Chinese and Korean students who are being edu- 
cated at Emory University. 

The offering amounted to $81.11. 

Conference adjourned with a Thanksgiving sermon preached by Bishop 
Candler, who used as a text a part of Ps. 147:20, “He hath not dealt 
so with any nation.” 



THIRD DAY^FRroAY. 

Broad Street Methodist Church, 
Clinton, S. C., November 30, 1917. 

Conference was called to order at 9:30 this morning. Bishop W. A. 
Candler in the chair. 

After singing hymn 547 the Conference was lead in prayer by J. R. T. 
Major. Bishop Candler used as a lesson Mat. 17:14-27, and commented 
thereon. 

Minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

J. W. Scott was substituted for Dr. L. B. Jumper, lay delegate from 
Spartanburg District. 
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J. W. Kilgo presented a communication from*the lay leaders of the 
Columbia District, which was referred to the Sunday School Board. 

T. C. O’Dell presented a resolution in regard to homes for our super- 
annuates, which was referred to the following committee: C. C. 
Featherstone, J. L. Quinby, W. L. Gray, M. L. Carlisle, and J. C. 
Roper. 

The result of the first ballot for delegates to the General Conference 
was announced as follows: Clerical, no election; Lay, H. N. Snyder 
and J. M. Way were declared elected. 

• The second ballot was ordered and the tellers retired to tabulate the 
vote. 

W. A. Merritt, original delegate, was announced as present to take 
the place of J. F. McKelvey, substitute from Greenville District. 

The hour for the special order of the day having arrived, the com- 
munication from the South Carolina Conference, in reference to the 
Epworth Orphanage, was taken from the table. 

C. P. Hammond offered resolutions which, after amendment, were 
adopted as follows: 

In view of the fact that there is considerable agitation of certain mat- 
ters connected with the Epworth Orphanage, first, criticism of internal 
affairs of the Orphanage as to management, equipment, etc., demand for 
better location on account of the encroachment of the city of Columbia; 
second, the fact that present Orphanage property is very valuable and 
is easily marketable if it is desired to re-establish the Orphanage in a 
more suitable location; be it 

Resolved, That this whole matter and other matters affecting the wel- 
fare of the Orphanage be referred to a joint commission consisting of 
four members from each Conference, the Upper South Carolina and the 
South Carolina, the membership of the commission from each Conference 
to consist of two preachers and two laymen, said commission to be 
instructed and authorized to enquire into conditions and to report to 
the next session of the Upper South Carolina Conference, and to the 
next session of the South Carolina Conference. 

Resolved, second. That the trustees of the Orphanage be requested to 
co-operate with the commission in the inquiry, making available for 
the commission whatever data as information concerning this institution 
the commission may need and desire. 

Resolved, third. That the Board of Trustees of the Orphanage be 
hereby instructed to refrain from further building until the commission 
has reported its finding to the Conferences.

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Rev. R. N. Hartness, of the Virginia Conference, was introduced and 
addressed the Conference in the interest of the American Bible Society. 

Question 22 was resumed, and the name of J. M. Fridy was called, his 
character examined and passed, and his name referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations for the superannuate relation. 

Result of the third ballot for lay delegates to the General Conference 
was announced. No election. Fourth ballot was ordered and taken. 

Bishop Candler announced the appointment of the following commis- 
sion on the Epworth Orphange resolutions: R. E. Turnipseed, J. R, T. 
Major, B. W. Crouch, and C. P. Hammond. 

Question 1. Who are admitted on trial? was called, and answered. 
None. The result of the second ballot for clerical delegates to the 
General Conference was announced and R. E. Turnipseed, John O. 
Willson, and R. E. Stackhouse were declared elected. 

John O. Willson moved that two alternates be elected. Ballot was 
ordered and taken. 

The fourth ballot for lay delegates to the General Conference was 
announced and J. B. Humbert was declared elected, thereby completing 
the lay delegation. The Bishop ordered ballot for two alternates, which 
was taken. 

Dr. J. C. C. Newton spoke a few parting words. 

J. W. Kilgo presented a memorial to the General Conference in regard 
to a change in Conference lines. Referred to the Committee on Memo- 
rials. 

Question 14. What traveling preachers are elected elders? was called, 
and William Forney Gault, Darling Earle Jeffcoat, Pierce Riddle Kilgo, 
and William Paschal Meadors, having stood approved examination in 
the prescribed course of study, upon examination and passage of 
character, were elected elders. 

R. H. Lupo, not before the committee, was continued in the class of 
the fourth year. 

Result of the first ballot for lay alternates to the General Conference 
was announced and J. A. McCullough was declared elected. Second 
ballot for one lay alternate was ordered and taken. 

Question 12, What local preachers are elected deacons? was called, 
and Horace Zacharias Nabers and John Foster Farr, being duly recom- 
mended by their respective district conferences, were elected deacons. 

Result of the first ballot for clerical alternates to the General Con- 
ference was declared. No election. The second ballot was ordered 
and taken. 

Result of the second ballot for lay alternates to the General Con- 
ference was announced and C. C. Featherstone was declared elected. 

Question 16. What local preachers are elected elders? was called, 
and answered. None. 

Rev. W. C. Kirkland, D. T>. i’EidW.or of the Southern Christian Advocate, 
was introduced and addressed the Conference. A collection was taken 
for the Advocate Home amounting to $602.00. 
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Result of the second ballot for clerical alternates to the General Con- 
ference was announced and A. N. Brunson and J. W. Kilgo were declared 
elected.

Board of Education — No. 1. 

Your Board has carefully considered the Report of the Educational 
Commission and most heartily endorse it, and recommend its adoption 
by the Conference.

Educational Commission. 

According to the authority given the Educational Commission by 
South Carolina and the Upper South Carolina Conferences the campaign 
for the raising of an educational fund of $300,000.00 was projected and 
prosecuted during the month of April last, with gratifying results not- 
withstanding the fact that our country became involved in the great 
world war just at the time the campaign was to begin. 

The results of the campaign are as follows: 



Amount subscribed in the city of Spartanburg $ 40,000.00 

Amount subscribed in Greenwood 6,000.00 

Amount subscribed in Columbia 8,700.00 

Amount subscribed in Bamberg 4,500.00 

Amount subscribed in the rest of the State 67,000.00 

Making thus a grand total for the entire State of $127,000 00 

Of the above amount the following has been collected: 

From Spartanburg $ 16,000.00 

From Columbia 1,277.00 

From Bamberg 2,500.00 

From Greenwood 1,406.00 

From the State at large, outside the above cities 15,994 00 



Making thus a grand total of $37,177.00 collected up to November 14th, 
1917. All things being considered, we believe this to be a most creditable 
showing. 

There are some facts that the Commission would bring to the attention 
of the Conference and the Methodist people of the State. Of the 263 
ministerial charges in the State, fifty-three have made no report whatso- 
ever of a canvass to the Commissioner of Education. Eighty-three other 
charges have reported less than $100.00 each. Among these charges that 
have been un worked, or but poorly worked, are some of the ^strong 
charges of South Carolina Methodism. Only 4,100 of the more than 
100,000 Methodists in the State have as yet made a contribution to this 
cause. These items reveal the fact that there is a vast proportion of our 
membership that has not yet been worked, and your Commission is, 
therefore, unanimously of the opinion that the campaign should be pur- 
sued until the entire amount has been secured. We respectfully request, 
therefore, that the Conference order the continuance of the canvass, and 
we herewith submit the following plan of campaign for 1918:

been raised in it. 

Let the Commission of Education establish headquarters in the dis- 
tricts on Saturday, the campaign to begin on the next day, Sunday, and 
close Thursday of the second week. 

^ During the twelve days let the full time of the Commissioner, the Pre- 
siding Elder, and of every pastor in the district be given to the full 
extent of their ability to the raising of the full amount that has been 
apportioned to that district. 

During the twelve days set apart for the campaign in a district the 
Presiding Elder is requested to hold no quarterly conference, and the 
pastors no special meetings of any kind, that the attention of the people 
may be directed wholly to this important cause. 

Each Sunday School in the district is requested to observe an educa- 
tional day with appropriate exercises and special collection, and all 
money contributed by the Sunday School on that day is to be given to 
the educational fund. 

The Commissioner and the Presiding Elder of the district shall be joint 
managers and directors of the campaign, and they are authorized to 
draw on the membership of the Conferences for any and all help which 
may, in their judgment, be needed to successfully canvass the district. 

The campaign shall be put on in the districts consecutively, alternating 
between the South Carolina and the Upper South Carolina Conferences. 

The schedule of dates for the campaign in the several districts shall 
be prepared by the Presiding Elders, and they shall be as follows (dates 
to be inserted when the P. E.’s have agreed upon them):

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Board of Education — No. 2. 

It was with genuine pleasure that the Board of Education received 
and read the reports rendered it recently by our various educational 
institutions. The note of good cheer and hopefulness is more dominant 
than it has been for several years past. Despite the element of uncer- 
tainty that prevails in the business world, and in the minds of our people 
generally, by reason of the great world war in which we have become 
involved, the attendance upon our colleges and preparatory schools is 
extremely gratifying. In most instances the enrollment at the opening 
date will approximate the total enrollment for the year 1916-1917. The 
indebtedness on several of the institutions has been materially reduced 
during the past year. The annual incomes from all sources of the vari- 
ous institutions have been sufficient to meet the current expenses in all 
of the schools and colleges, with the exception of Wofford, which lacked 
but $450 doing the same. 

There is a healthful moral tone and a distinctively religious atmos- 
phere prevailing in all of our Church institutions. All of the colleges 
held evangelistic services for the student bodies during the past session 
with fine results. The Bible is being studied; missions are taught, and 
more and more are our colleges coming to the matter of giving Methodist 
boys and girls technical training for the doing of Sunday School and 
other lines of Church work. 

The one paramount need of all of our educational institutions at the 
present time is money. They need money to pay off their indebtednesses ; 
to improve their equipment, and to enlarge their plants for the accom- 
modation of the increasing number of young men and young women 
knocking at their doors for admission. Our colleges have no State 
treasury upon which they may draw as the occasion may demand. The 
matter of endowment has hardly yet been begun; so the only source to 
which they may look for support is to the generosity, the Christian 
liberality of the people called Methodist. It is not for alms that these 
schools are asking; but they are calling upon our people to make a wise 
and far-sighted investment of a small part of that with which a beneficent 
Providence has blessed them. So let us invest more freely our money 
in those institutions of our Church necessary to the maintenance of our 
proper place in the religious, the commercial and the social life of this 
and all succeeding generations. Society is depending upon Church col- 
leges for trained religious leaders, for Christian statesmen, for the 
perpetuation of the Bible’s place in our educational systems, for a large 
percentage of the teachers in our public schools, as well as for the finest 
type of leadership in every other realm of human interest. This great 
service cannot be rendered unless our people furnish the sinews of war, 
the money necessary to make them first-class institutions in every 
respect. Can we not develop some adequate financial policy for our 
educational institutions? If Methodist people could be taught, per- 
suaded, or induced to make a free-will offering every year to the cause 
of Christian education, our problem would be solved, our difficulties 
would disappear. 

Wofford College and Fitting School began the present college session 
with an enrollment of only 24 students less than the entire enrollment 
for the scholastic year of 1916-1917. This loss was in the upper classes 
of the college proper, and it was due almost entirely to military causes, 
many of Wofford’s boys having patriotically laid aside the matter of 
preparation for life and voluntarily given themselves to the cause of 
human freedom, and to the task of helping to safeguard world-democ- 
racy. Any regret for the above apparent loss is more than compensated 
for by the fact that there are about twice as many pupils in the boarding 
department of the Fitting School as there were last year; and by the 
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further fact that the Freshman class at the college numbers this year 
105 as against 86 for last year. It is safe to say that ere the year closes 
the total enrollment for the present session will equal, if not exceed, the 
total for last year. There are fifteen professors and instructors in the 
College and Fittling School. The total value of grounds, buildings and 
equipment is $402,550, or $3,000 more than it was at this time last year. 
There is an endowment belonging to the college of $206,012, which 
represents an increase of $1,025 over last year. The total indebtedness 
upon the plant is now $43,487, or $10,320 less than it was at this time 
a year ago. The total income from all sources was $38,628, which lacked 
about $450 of meeting the current expenses for the year. The following 
sentence, with which Dr. Snyder concludes his annual report, is very 
suggestive and inspiring; “A fine mood of seriousness is pervading the 
student body. They are evidently feeling the bigness of the forces in 
the world about them, and this feeling is sending them to their college 
tasks with a deeper earnestness. Wofford is the only male college in the 
State reporting a larger enrollment than last year. 

Columbia College renders an annual report through its president that 
is very encouraging in many particulars. The present session opened 
with an enrollment of 234 students, which is an increase of nine as com- 
pared with the opening enrollment of last year. There are twenty-four 
officers and teachers in the faculty. The scholarship endownients amount 
to $8,000; the estimated value of grounds, buildings and equipment is 
$242,000; with an indebtedness on the institution is about $100,000. 
Another source of gratification is found in the fact that the total income 
for the past session exceeded the current expenses by about $2,500. 
Some quotations from President Pugh’s report are worthy of incorpora- 
tion in this report: “Things are moving off very nicely this year, and 
we have every reason to believe that we shall have a good year, even a 
better one than last year. Since the last annual report, we have had a 
revival conducted in the college with most gratifying results. It is our 
purpose to have this kind of a meeting every winter, in addition to the 
daily and hourly efforts put forth to have our students attain unto the 
right attitude toward things spiritual. We are endeavoring to keep 
abreast with the best colleges of the class “A” grade of the Southern 
Methodist Church; and in all that makes for scholarship and true 
development of strong Christian character, we feel that we are the equal 
of any.” 

Lander College begins the new year’s work under auspices most favor- 
able. The session opened with an enrollment of 265, which is a gain of 
15 over the enrollment of opening day last year, and only seven short 
of the entire enrollment for the session of 1916-1917. There are 26 more 
boarding students in the institution than have ever been before. There 
are twenty-eight officers and teachers in the faculty. The total value of 
grounds, buildings and equipment is $177,000, and there is an endowment 
of $11,250, making thus the total value of the plant $188,250, represent- 
ing thus an increase in valuation of $5,600 since our last report. The 
indebtedness on the institution is $40,000, being thus $3,000 less than it 
was at the last session of this Conference. The total income accruing 
to the colleges from all sources was $46,992, which was adequate not 
only for all current expenses of the year, but also to make up most of 
the* shortage caused by the hard year 1914-1915. The Sunday School, a 
Y. W. C. A., a Missionary Society, Wesley Adult Classes and Teacher 
Training Classes are all fostered by the college. In his report. Dr. 
Willson, the President, says; “With reference to the moral and the 
religious life of the student body, we are grateful to be able to renort 
that it is good. Our plant is a great and a beautiful one; our College 
is a grade ‘A’ college for women, and is doing fine work.” 
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Carlisle Fitting School had a very prosperous year during the past 
session, and has begun what promises to be the most prosperous session 
of its history. The total number of students enrolled during 1916-1917 
was 149, while there have been enrolled to date this session 147. The 
present enrollment is thirty more than at the same date last year. The 
faculty is composed of eight men and three women. The value of the 
plant is $85,000, with an additional $5,000 in endowment. The indebted- 
ness on the school is $11,500, which represents a reduction of about 
$2,000. The income met the current expenses of last year. We wish 
to commend this school especially for instruction it is furnishing its 
pupils in the matter of Sunday School and other religious work. There 
is a class of fifty taking our Standard Course in Sunday School Teacher 
Training. The other students have a four year course in Bible study. 
The Headmaster reports that military training is being given the boys 
this year. 

The Textile Industrial Institute is a very necessary institution to the 
perfect rounding out of the Methodist educational system in South Caro- 
lina. It has a distinct place, being designed to serve a class of our 
people who would be debarred from educational opportunities were it 
not in existence. It offers an opportunity for an education to the young 
person who must work for his daily bread. All students work alternate 
weeks, and pay three dollars per week for board out of their earnings. 
All other expenses, such as tuition, fuel, lights, room rent, incidentals, 
matriculation fees, medical attention and books are furnished free to the 
students. No student is received into this school who is able to go else- 
where. Despite the fact that there w’ere only two graduates last year, 
the school is well patronized, having enrolled 131 students during the 
session of 1916-1917. The enrollment to date this session is 86. It is 
the opinion of the President that the total enrollment this year will 
exceed that of last year. There are seven officers and teachers in the 
institution, the total salaries of whom amount to $5,090. There is no 
direct educational assessment for the school, but its income is derived 
from a variety of sources, such as the General Board of Education, 
the General Missionary Board, the Mission Boards of the two South 
Carolina Conferences, and from personal subscriptions. The total income 
for the past year from all sources was $10,600. The present indebted- 
ness is about $39,000, which is an increase of $2,300. This increase was 
brought about by interest and the purchase of some adjoining real 
estate. The total estimated valuation of the school is about $100,000. 

The Cokeshury Conference School, rich in traditions and splendid in 
its contributions in years gone by to South Carolina Methodism and to 
the cause of Christian education throughout the South, has, by reason 
of changed social and industrial conditions, ceased to serve the purposes 
for which it was established. The property is now being used as public 
school, and the patronage consists almost entirely of local pupils in 
priinary and elementary grades. We feel that the time has come for 
making some other disposition of this property, plans for which will 
be submitted in another report to this Conference. 

Our General Educational Interests. — A survey of the report upon our 
general educational interests rendered to this Board by the General 
Secretary, reveals certain facts that are very encouraging, and that 
show progress along two important lines, viz.: The matter of patronage 
of denominational institutions, and the financial support that our people 
are rendering the cause of Christian education. A few of these lacts 
we herewith submit in ^ quotation from Dr. Anderson’s letter to this 
Board* “The past year has been one of great educational activity 
throughout the Church. There were emailed in our 89 schools 19,736 
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students, as against 19,066 in the same schools the year before. There 
was collected the sum of $280,757 on the assessment for education, as 
against $264,273 the previous year. There was added to the total endow- 
ment, and to the amount invested in buildings, grounds and equipment 
$778,568. In addition to the efforts of the connectional universities, in 
more than thirteen States active campaigns have been carried on, or are 
now under way, to secure funds for the institutions of these States.” 

Your Board of Education most earnestly commends to the attention, 
and to the faithful consideration, of the members of this Conference 
several items it regards as of the highest importance. 

The first matter is that of the collection of the assessment for minis- 
terial loan fund. Our church is demanding as never before an edu- 
cated and an intellectually prepared ministry. The majority of our 
candidates for the ministry come from the country Churches, where 
educational facilities are not the best, and oftentimes from families 
rich in faith, but poor in things material. These young men need the 
help of the Church in the matter of preparation for their life work. 
If the Church needs and demands an educated ministry, the Church 
should furnish the means necessary to the getting an. education by our 
prospective preachers. We caU upon every preacher to do his utmost 
to collect this fund. If every dollar of the assessment is paid we shall 
still be far short of what we actually need for this work. 

In the next place we urge our people to patronize our own schools. 
Our preachers should set our people a good example in this matter. 
They should also be recruiting officers for our colleges. We would 
suggest to our pastors that they carry out the suggestion of the General 
Sunday School Board, that they set apart one Sunday during the year 
to be observed in all Sunday Schools as College Day. Also, we would 
suggest that, wherever practicable, our preachers hold an educational 
rally, in their respective charges during the coming year, at which the 
matters of financial support of our colleges, the patronage of our own 
schools, and the matter of Christian education generally, be laid upon 
the hearts and consciences of our people. We request that each Presid- 
ing Elder preach at least once in each charge, some time during the 
year, upon the subject of Christian education, or the better support of 
our own denominational colleges. 

We urge all of our ministerial students and prospective preachers to 
earnestly endeavor to take the theological course at Emory University 
before offering for admission on trial into an annual Conference. 

In conclusion, we wish to congratulate the brethren upon the fact 
that there has been an appreciable decrease in the matter of discrimina- 
tion against the educational assessment, and we express the hope that 
they may continue to grow in grace and go on to that degree of Christian . 
perfection where such a questionable practice shall entirely disappear 
from among us.

A study of statistical reports for the present Conference year reveals 
most gratifying progress in the matter of collections of the educational 
assessment. Out of a total assessment of $11,768.00 there has been col- 
lected this year $10,042.00. This represents a per centage of 85, which 
is an increase over last year of 11 per cent. More charges than ever 
before have paid the assessment in full, while there is a marked decrease 
in the matter of discrimination against the educational assessment.

Sale of Cokesbury Conference School. 

“The Dougherty Manual I^abor School of the South Carolina Con- 
ference,” situate at Cokesbury, South Carolina, and commonly called 
the Cokesbury Conference School, has so few students that it should be 
discontinued and the property of said school should be sold. 

This Board recommends that the Trustees of this school be authorized 
and directed to sell all of the property of this school at the earliest date 
that a fair price can be realized for the same; and the Trustees of said 
school are hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver to the 
purchasers necessary deeds to convey said property. 

It is further directed that the said Trustees shall not sell any part of 
said property until they can secure a reasonable price for the same, and 
the reasonableness shall be determined by the said Trustees. This direc- 
tion and authority to sell shall apply to all of the property of said school 
in Cokesbury and in Newberry county. 

This Board also recommends that said Tru.stees of said school be 
directed to discontinue the school at Cokesbury when the current session 
of the school shall close about next May. 

The Board also directs that the said Trustees shall hold all funds 
realized from a sale of this property until the next session of the South 
Carolina Conference and the Upper South Carolina Conference, and do 
report to the Boards of Education of the two Conferences, at their next 
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sessions, what they have done and what sum of money they have realized 
from this sale; and they do further furnish duly or authenticated copies 
of so much of the legal instruments creating trust so that the Confer- 
ences may be able to use these funds in accordance with the limitation 
placed on them.

That the Conference Secretary of Missions be entrusted with 
the raising of this money, and that he put on a campaign for this pur- 
pose during January, 1918, at which time a collection shall be taken for 
this cause in every Church of every pastoral charge in the Conference. 

Third. That our Conference Board of Missions.be put in charge of 
army work within the bounds of our Conference, and that they be 
empowered and instructed to provide for any contingency that may arise 
in the work during the coming Conference year. 

Fourth. That we recommend to the Bishop that he appoint to army 
religious work.

may be sent. 

Fifth. The salary of said worker shall be $200.00 per month with an 
allowance of $600.00 per year for equipment and incidentals. 

Sixth. In view of the fact that the Methodist Episcopal Church antic- 
ipates putting a worker at Camp Wadsworth, your Board does not 
feel that it would be proper for the Conference to place a man at the 
said camp for the present.

Concerning Courses in Religious Education in Our Schools. 

The following preamble and resolutions have been approved by the 
Boards of Education and Missions and adopted by the Sunday School 
Board, and are herewith submitted for your consideration: 

Whereas, Sunday school work is constantly taking a more and more 
important place in the work of the Church; and. 

Whereas, Trained leaders anud teachers are much needed for this 
work, and we believe it both our duty and opportunity to undertake to 
provide for this training; and. 

Whereas, We have the right to look to our schools and colleges for 
such special training of religious leaders; 
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Therefore, be it resolved: 

1. That the Upper South Carolina Conference, co-operating with the 
plans of the South Carolina Conference, direct WoflFord, I^ander and 
Columbia Colleges, and the Carlisle School, to take steps for the found- 
ing of a chair of Religious Education in each of these institutions. 

2. In order to help these institutions to carry out this plan, the Upper 
South Carolina Conference, co-operating with the South Carolina Con- 
ference, order a collection to be taken annually in our Sunday schools 
for the above mentioned chair. 

3. That the third Sunday in September be set apart as a day for the 
taking of this collection. 

4. That the Presiding Elders be requested to present this matter dur- 
ing the third quarter of each Conference year, showing our people the 
vital importance of this matter, and urging that as large offerings as 
possible be given. 

5. That the Sunday School Field Secretary co-operate in this work by 
giving it a place on the program of Sunday School Conferences, and by 
urffing the Sunday school superintendents to observe the day and take 
the collection. 

6. That the Treasurer of the Sunday School Board be the Treasurer 
of these funds, and that he be required to give bond in such amount as 
the Sunday School Board may determine. 

7. That the Sunday School Board requests the Boards of Education 
and Missions to join with us in this undertaking, and if necessary the 
Conference be asked to levy an assessment to make possible the founding 
of these chairs at the earliest possible moment. 

8. That a committee consisting of one elected representative from each 
of the above designated boards shall apportion the amount received from 
this offering to the above named schools for the purposes herein set 
forth as it deems best.

^ To the Members of the Upper South Carolina Conference: 

I Your board is glad to report that in all phases of Sunday school work 

I there has been marked improvement. Notwithstanding the fact that our 

i forces have been confronted by unusual conditions, — conditions that have 

n stirred the hearts of men everywhere, and have threatened to sweep from 

^ its foundations the established order of things, — we have, by God’s help 

and by the efforts of consecrated souls who jfiave labored with us in this 
department of Church work, been able to sow the good seed of the King- 
dom, and having sowed, to reap a golden harvest. We believe that when 
full reports come in, the statistical tables will show a good increase in 
I the number on our Sunday school rolls. These results are not due to 

I mere chance. By close observation we have discovered that slowly, and 

; yet surely, we are receiving into the official and teaching ranks men and 

'j women trained for the tasks committed to them. 

J A call to superintend a school or to teach a class in a school is now 

* being recognized, as never before, as a call to prepare for the work in 

^ these respective fields. We have also found that better Sunday school 

I buildings, with better facilities for doing efficient work, are springing up 

J here and there. Improved literature, now within the reach of every 

i worker, enables him to do his best, and without which his efforts would 

I measurably fail. The day-dawn was long in coming, but the sun has at 

I 
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last risen and our people now see as never before that in order to do a 
just part by their children and young people they must place them under 
such trained and consecrated leaders as that they shall come into their 
rightful inheritance, the Kingdom of God. 

Wesley Bible Class Work . — South Carolina was the first to begin the 
organization of Wesley classes and today leads the Church in the num- 
oer of classes organized and in the total enrollment of delegates attend- 
ing the Federation. We now have over 1,000 classes in this State, one- 
tenth of all organized in the entire Church. We wish to call attention to 
the next Federation, which meets in Anderson next year, and urge that 
our people attend this greatest of all inspirational gatherings of Method- 
ism, in fact the only inspirational gathering that we now have. 

Teacher Training . — Amidst the turmoil and agony of the world today, 
the only ray of hope is in the sublime faith in our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. To have this faith, and to be able to understand and to 
give a reason for the faith within them, we need more and more to teach 
our people, especially those of tender years who come trooping along 
life’s pathway in succeeding generations. To accomplish this great task 
we must have a corps of trained workers who can work in the school of 
the Church, which alone can give this instruction. These leaders must 
be trained by the Church itself in its schools and colleges and in classes 
in the local Sunday schools. 

The General Sunday School Board has provided a great school at 
Junaluska as the climax of a Church-wide movement to meet the needs 
before us. And we urge our people to attend. Your board is planning 
smaller schools of similar purpose in different sections of the Confer- 
ence, — 'in every district, if possible. And especial effort is being put 
forth to organize classes in our Sunday schools. The magnificent courses 
offered by the Department of Teacher Training are unexcelled by any 
course anywhere. 

The Primacy of Denominational Work . — We call upon our people to 
show their loyalty to our own work by the exclusive use of our own 
standards, methods and organizations of work, and literature, believing 
them to be second to none in point of excellency and entirely sufficient 
for our needs. 

We beg our people to give special emphasis and support to collections 
taken for our own work, giving preference thereto over all other collec- 
tions requested for Sunday school work. We make this recommendation 
because it has been brought to our attention that other collections are 
being taken in our schools that are interfering seriously with an ade- 
quate support of our work. 

We are most heartily in accord with the action of the Conference of 
Chairmen of Sunday School Boards and Field Workers as set forth in 
their statement entitled “A Statement of the Primary Responsibility of 
the Denomination for the Development of Its Own Sunday School Work,” 
which is hereby submitted as a part of this report: 

“The development of the Sunday school situation, with its present 
organization and plans for promoting Sunday school work, makes neces- 
sary this statement of facts in order that our people may understand' 
the real situation. 

First of all, we wish to register our appreciation of and gratitude for 
the truly great and providential work which the International Sunday 
School Association has accomplished since its organization. It came into 
being at a time when there was little appreciation on the part of the 
denominations, of the possibilities of the Sunday school movement, and 
of the fundamental responsibilities of the Churches in the field of reli- 
gious instruction. A group of Sunday school leaders from the various 
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Protestant denominations of North America united upon their own 
initiative to do jointly a work which at that time could not be otherwise 
accomplished. The history of this co-operation is an open book, and 
need not here be recounted. 

The work that these forward looking men enterprised has developed, 
as all living movements do, far beyond the forecasts of the founders, 
into the great Sunday school movement of today. 

Today the Churches of North America have become aroused to a new 
appreciation of the place of religious education, and of its fundamental 
nature in relation to the whole work of the Church. As a result it neces- 
sarily follows that the denominations feel a responsibility for this task 
such as they have never felt before. It is an obligation resting upon the 
denominations, and too great either to be neglected or to be turned over 
to any other agency. Furthermore, it has become increasingly evident 
that thorough-going and efficient Sunday school work throughout the 
entire reach of the denomination can be accomplished only through and 
by means of the orginization of the denomination itself, and by its undi- 
vided co-operation and backing. 

This new appreciation on the part of the denominations and their 
assumption of their responsibility in this field has made it necessary that 
interdenominational co-operative Sunday school work should be con- 
ducted on a denominationally representative basis. The Sunday School 
Council of Evangelical Denominations, representing thirty Protestant 
denominations in North America, was organized in 1910 to meet this need 
for a basis of practical co-operation. Through this Council, as a co-oper- 
ative organization the denominations have exercised their right to formu- 
late standards, and through their official representatives have constituted 
and control the Lesson Committee which issues the “International Sun- 
day School Lessons,” there being now on the “International Lesson Com- 
mittee” thirty representatives of the denominations, eight of the “Inter- 
national Sunday School Association” and eight of the Sunday School 
Council. 

Thus through this truly representative interdenominational organiza- 
tion, a broader, more effective and more thoroughgoing co-operation is 
made possible. And because the Council is truly representative it is 
able to guard the rights of the denominations, while providing this more 
responsible and satisfactory basis of co-operation. 

As a result of the foregoing, it naturally follows that there has been a 
change in the nature of the work of the International Sunday School 
Association and of the State Associations. Since the initiative has been 
assumed by the denominations, and the understanding has been effected 
with the International Association that their work and that of the State 
Associations is to be confined to Sunday school work in accordance with 
the denominational plans and standards, their work is properly that of 
the promotion of these denominational plans. There are some of our 
people as well as some of the Directors and workers of the State Asso- 
ciations who do not seem to understand this changed relation with the 
result that some misinterpret and question the new emphasis upon 
denominational activity. As a matter of fact, as is suggested above, the 
new arrangement provides for the widest and most harmonious inter- 
denominational co-operation, while at the same time enabling the denomi- 
nations to manage their own affairs without confusing interference from 
without, and to reach their own people more effectively than they can 
possibly be reached through any other agency. 

In view of the new situation as set forth above, and of the enlarged 
Sunday school program of our Church, we call upon all people to lend 
their hearty and loyal support to the Sunday school plans and policies of 
their Church. We desire them to understand fully that this appeal is in 
the interest of larger efficiency, and the fuller meeting of our denomi- 
national responsibility. And further, we wish to state the fact that

while emphasizing denominational responsibility, we fully recognize and 
rejoice in the increasing spirit of interdenominational co-operation of 
today. But the new conceptions of efficiency and of denominational 
responsibility in Sunday School Work call for co-operation which is 
thoroughly representative, and for agencies of work that function fully 
through the Church and in keeping with its enlarged plans.” 

Co-operation With Educational Commissioner. — The following request 
was received from the Commissioner of Education and was most heartily 
endorsed by this board: “Each Sunday school in the district is requested 
to observe an educational day with appropriate exercises and a special 
collection, and all money contributed by the Sunday school on that day 
is to be given to the educational fund.” 

Elementary Worker. — Your board believes that the time has come for 
more intensive work. For this reason it has decided to employ an ele- 
mentary worker for exclusive use in this Conference, as soon as the 
Executive Committee can find a suitable person for that position. 

Special Days. — We approve the following resolution, adopted at the 
meeting of Field Secretaries and Chairmen of Sunday School Boards: 
“That we recommend to our Sunday schools that they observe only such 
‘special days’ as may be endorsed by the General Sunday School Board 
or its Executive Committee or by the Conference Sunday School Board.” 

Children’s Day. — We have instructed our field secretary to send a rea- 
sonable number of Children’s Day programs free to every school, and we 
call upon every school in every charge to observe the day and to give us 
the largest contribution ever given us so as to enable the board to meet 
the increasing demands for the enlarging work devolving upon it. 
Pennants will be awarded next year on the same basis as this. 

Banners were awarded this year as follows: For the largest total offer- 
ing: School banner to Bethel, Spartanburg; Charge banner to Buncombe 
St., Greenville; District banner to Spartanburg district. 

For the largest per capita offering: School banner to Ridgeway school, 
Ridgeway charge; Charge banner to Winnsboro; District banner to 
Greenville district. 

Assessment. — We respectfully ask the Conference to levy an assess- 
ment equal to 2% of the assessment for the preacher in charge, that the 
same be raised in the early part of the year and forwarded to the Treas- 
urer of this board, L. D. Gillespie. We also ask that the Joint Board of 
Tinance be directed to apportion this assessment to the districts. 

We respectfully request the Bishop to appoint L. F. Beaty Assistant 
Sunday School Editor.

The past year has been one of progress along all lines of our work. 
We have now 54 leagues with a membership of 1,650, this being an 
increase of 4 chapters since our last Conference. 

We wish, however, to call attention to the fact that there are still 367 
Churches in our Conference without an Epworth League. 

The Conference Epworth I.eague has made plans to co-operate with 
the Central Office in the Big Drive, and have set as a goal one hundred 
Epworth Leagues by April 1, 1918. 

We, therefore, make the following recommendations: 

First. That this Conference endorse the movement of the Conference 
Epworth League and pledge our hearty support. 

Second. That we still look forward to the time when we can have an 
Epworth I.eague Field Secretary giving his whole time to this work. 
We hope that the General Conference will pass some legislation looking 
to this plan in our various Conferences. 

Third. That we urge every pastor to see that Anniversary Day is 
observed in his Church, and that the collection is sent promptly to Miss 
Bessie Reed, Treasurer, Columbia. 

Fourth. That we call especial attention to the summer Conference of 
the league to be held in North Augusta next June, and also to the 
Epworth League vVssembly to be held in July at Lake Junaluska. No 
pastor can do a greater service for his young people than to induce them 
to attend these conferences.

Epworth Orphanage. 

To the Upper South Carolina Conference, Clinton, S. C. 

Dear Brethren: We beg to make the following annual report of the 
Epworth Orphanage, and are grateful that God, through His people, has 
blessed us this year. The children have had good health, have worked 
hard and studied well, a wholesome Christian atmosphere pervades the 
institution, and the receipts have been sufficient to meet all expenses — 
for these things, we are truly grateful. 

Thirty children have been admitted, thirty-five have been discharged 
or returned to relatives. Eight have graduated. There are 217 children 
in the Orphanage. Excepting measles and whooping cough, there has 
been practically no sickness at the Orphanage this year. Constant atten- 
tion is given to the sanitary conditions; the diet is varied from time to 
time, medical inspections are had and an earnest effort is made to keep 
the children in good health. An operating room has been equipped at 
the Infirmary and the specialists of the city are operating weekly for 
adenoids and other common ailments. 

This year has been one of improvement. New floors have been laid 
where needed in four of the dormitories. Seven of the dormitories have 
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been painted and calcimined inside and outside; and roofs painted. 
The dining rooms, kitchen and all the homes have been screened. Sleep- 
ing porches have been built to four of the homes, all roofs have been 
repaired and painted where necessary. Gas mains have been laid on the 
campus and an operating room equipped at the Infirmary. Plans and 
specifications have been prepared for the Ehrlich and the Dantzler 
homes, and some of the material placed on the ground. A new press 
and a supply of new type have been installed in the printing depart- 
ment; registered Holsteins are being put in the dairy. 

Old bedsteads and bedding have been discarded and new furniture 
put in the homes. The dormitory occupied by the big boys has been 
equipped throughout with single beds. The dining rooms have been 
supplied throughout with new dishes and linen. 

The Epworth Orphanage is supported by the gifts of our people and 
the fund is largely made up of monthly contributions of $5.00 to $8.00 
from various Churches, Sunday schools, individuals and Wesley classes. 
We earnestly commend the special support plan of having each Church, 
Sunday school or class to assume the support of one or more children. 
The plan has worked for years, and we beg for its continuance.

We beg to report, further, that the Grand Lodge of Masons has con- 
tributed $90.00 towards the support of each of the 24 Masonic orphans 
in the institution, and their contributions of $2,160.00 are included above. 
We beg to record our appreciation of the assistance given by the Grand 
Lodge, and also to thank the various fraternal organizations who have 
helped us this year. 

The industries of the Orphanage have been a success this year. 

The Marble Yard usually does about a $6,000.00 business; the ship- 
ments this year so far amount to $8,900.00 and over $10,000.00 is looked 
for late winter and spring shipments. The Marble Yard boys appre- 
ciate the situation and are working overtime. 

The printing office boys have also been rushed with work and have 
made the presses run late into the night. 

The farm boys have raised the biggest crop of potatoes, lima beans 
and corn that the Orphanage has ever had, and are among the 32 con- 
testants for the greatest yield of corn on ten acres in Richland county 
this year. 

Prof. C. E. King, Superintendent of the Orphanage Graded Schools, 
was drafted for military service, but was exempted largely on account 
of the number of Orphanage boys already in the service — some serving 
their third enlistment. The school has ten grades, runs about ten months 
in the year and does thorough work. 
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The Epworth Church is a part of the Shandon charge, and has a live 
Sunday school and Wesley class. The class, with the aid of the older 
people, has done real work. Two services are held in the church every 
Sunday and daily morning prayers are held in the chapel. 

We are glad to say that practically all the children are members of the 
Church, and have continued their activities after leaving the Orphan- 
age — in fact, the graduates of the Orphanage have made their way in 
the world, and the demand for them far exceeds the supply. Some of 
the best teachers in the State had no other preparation than that pro- 
vided at the Orphanage. Former students are now managers and stock- 
holders in commercial enterprises; others have become landholders, and 
the housewife in many homes over our State, with her children and 
flower yard, was once a little Orphanage girl. 

Verily, the Church is making no mistake in caring for the dependent 
orphan child and fitting him for usefulness and happiness. 

We beg to report, further, that our board has had two full meetings 
during the year and has given the affairs of the Epworth Orphanage 
careful consideration, and the Superintendent was instructed to carry 
forward the necessary improvements to give the Epworth Orphanage 
equal rank with all similar institutions. 

A thorough audit of the books of the Epworth Orphanage, for the past 
fifteen years, was made by Mr. Gooding, Public Accountant, Columbia, 
S. C., and his report shows that all cash has been accounted for. This 
report may be seen by any member of the Conference who desires to 
do so. 

We report that Rev. H. Z. Nabers has been re-elected Superintendent, 
and his books have been audited and found correct. 

In conclusion, we desire to thank the brethren of the Conference, and 
through them, our people, for the splendid support the Epworth Orphan- 
age has received this year. Contributions have increased 10% and Labor 
Day offerings 37%. Especially are we grateful for the kind words and 
good wishes that usually accompany their gifts.

The Southern Christian Advocate. 

Since our last report to you, we, the Board of Managers of the South- 
ern Christian Advocate, have continued to publish the same under the 
contract system, but after three years of experience and observation, we 
are fully persuaded that the Advocate should have a permanent home 
and ultimately its own printing plant. 

At the Anderson District Conference of the year 1916, a memorial was 
sent to tlie Upper South Carolina Conference, suggesting, among other 
things, that the two co-operating Annual Conferences establish such a 
Home. After considering said memorial, the Upper South Carolina 
Conference made it the duty of the Board of Managers to look into the 
matter of securing “a permanent Home for the Advocate.” 

At a meeting of this board in Columbia, S. C., February 2d, last, the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

First. It is the sense of this board that we need a permanent equip- 
ment for publishing the Advocate. 

Second. That we endeavor to raise $10,000.00 with which to buy the 
same. 

As a result of our plans and efforts we have in cash $1,600.00. 

We, therefore, recommend that the two co-operating Conferences, the 
South Carolina Annual Conference and the Upper South Carolina 
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Annual Conference, empower this board to take out a charter of incor- 
poration and buy such a Home.

Bible Cause. 

The Conference Treasurer’s books show that we have reported in cash 
-from the several charges of this Conference $717.93. 

Your committee calls attention to the fact that the amount reported 
does not give our Churches due credit for what they raise for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. Our people contribute through local organizations 
and to specials, one way or another, which never appears in our Confer- 
ence minutes. We suggest that our pastors report all contributions, 
however directed, so that our Church may receive due credit for what 
they contribute to this worthy cause. 

In comrwon with every other agency working for Christ and cause of 
humanity, the American Bible Society is being taxed to its utmost capac- 
ity at this time to meet the urgent demands thrust upon it by the extra- 
ordinary conditions which now prevail throughout the world. 

The output of the Society’s presses is one thousand copies per hour, 
and notwithstanding these presses have been running for sixteen hours 
per day since May the first, the demands are not being met. 

The Society has undertaken, in addition to its already large. demands, 
to supply copies of the New Testament, appropriately bound, to all our 
soldiers. It is the purpose of the Society to distribute these Testaments 
without cost to the soldiers receiving them. It is the plan of the Society 
to ask a Church, Sunday school or individual, to provide a definite num- 
ber of these Testaments at actual cost, which is 25 cents per copy. 

It is the earnest request of the Society that between now and Decem- 
ber 9, 1917, all its friends do their bit to assist in providing for this 
present emergency. December the 9th is designated as “World Bible 
Society Day.” 

We recommend that, wherever practicable, our Churches make special 
collection for this emergency war fund to supply Testaments to our boys 
going to the front.

Lay Activities. 

We rejoice to know that the cause of missions is not neglected by our 
great Church in the midst of a world cataclysm. It is gratifying to 
know that the income of the General Board of Missions for the first six 
months of 1917 was forty per cent, greater than for the same period last 
year. This shows to us the value of the policy of early collections and 
prompt remittances. It now appears that the collections in our own 
Conference will be appreciably increased in 1917. 

We are glad to note an increasing regard for specials. We wish to lay 
special emphasis on this phase of missionary endeavor and express the 
hope that it will deepen and spread. 

We are glad to believe that an increasing number of our Churches 
throughout the connection are using the every member canvass as a 
means of securing the full support of the whole Church to give the whole 
Gospel to the whole world. 
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We especially are gratified that the Presiding Elder of Greenville 
District, with his forward looking laymen and preachers, has already 
perfected a comprehensive plan for the every member canvass in his 
district. The same thing can be done in every district. 

We indulge the pleasing hope and reasonable belief that all our people 
will keep in mind the approaching Missionary Centenary of Methodism 
in 1919, that we will accept the challenge which the occasion offers to our 
faith and loyalty, and carry the lessons and appeals of the great event 
into every Church throughout the bounds of the Conference. 

We know that the times are troublous, the dangers in many quarters 
are great, and the sacrifices to be made are incalculable. The propaga- 
tion of Christianity and the extension of the Kingdom of God is no 
child’s play. It has always had to fight its way to success. The mis- 
sionary work has always been a collossal adventure. It would be a most 
foolish adventure if we did not feel and know that “God’s in His heaven, 
all’s right with the world.” 

“Behind the dim unknown standeth God within the shadow, keeping 
watch above his own.” “The Lord God omnipotent reigneth.” “God is 
our refuge and strength * * * therefore, will not we fear though the 
earth be removed.” “The grass withereth, the flower fadeth; but the 
WORD of our God standeth forever.” 

Your committee realizing, 1st. That many workers in the missionary 
cause, and many contributors to its support have gone, or will go, to the 
defense of our Christianity, our civilization, and our country, in a just, 
righteous, and holy war; 

2d. That those of us who remain at home will find increasing demands 
for our family support, for the support of the war, and for the relief of 
the distressed at home and in many lands; 

3d. That the public mind will be so wholly given up to the problems 
of the great struggle that missionary advocacy and missionary meetings 
will be difficult; 

We, therefore, recommend, first. That all of us who are in any way 
identified with the missionary cause make it a matter of conscience to 
stress early collections and prompt remittances of all our missionary 
funds. 

Second. That we try to maintain at least the normal in our missionary 
activities, tgking special pains to make our missionary sermons, appeals, 
rallies, and efforts, as attractive as possible. 

Third. That, while with fervent patriotism, we pledge our fidelity to 
the flag, we also pledge our sacred honor that our Lord’s high causes 
shall not suffer at our hands, that in these stern times the FIRST to 
suffer must be ourselves and the LAST the causes of Christ and our 
country.

Temperance. 

As regards the views of this Conference on the alcoholic question, we 
long ago passed from the temperance to the total abstinence stage. The 
method of attack has also changed. From the highly emotional and 
pathetic appeal, which was necessary so long as all the emphasis was 
laid upon the moral and individual phase of the liquor problem, we have 
changed to the careful, unemotional statement of the facts brought out 
by the unbiased investigations of the effects of alcohol on the individual 
and on society. We have come to see that this question has its political 
and social side as well as its moral, and that society must protect itself 
as society. Instead of laying so much stress upon keeping the indi\id- 
ual from whiskey, the stress is on keeping whiskey from the individual. 
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It is the glory of the Church that it kept up the fight against drunken- 
ness until all the interests of society took notice and for their own self- 
preservation put the ban on whiskey. 

The Church should never lose sight of this problem as a moral one; 
but it should throw itself unreservedly into this new method of attack. 
The Church has been and is a great educator, and all our machinery 
should be at the service of legitimate organizations that are engaged in 
educating our people on this great question. 

We are grateful for our favorable conditions in this State; but we 
should not be so selfish and self-centered as not to see that, while we 
should conserve our local gain, we should feel that our help is needed in 
an opportunity. With eighty-seven per cent, of our territory dry and 
sixty per cent, of our population in dry territory, with twenty-six States 
already dry, and with the possibility of the whole nation’s going dry, 
when ten more States have come into the dry column, this is no time for 
us to be inactive. The call to us is to a higher and larger service. It is 
easy to say and see that whiskey is doomed, but we must do our part. 
I et us not fail in this our duty and opportunity.

STANDING RESOLUTIONS. 

I. Organization and Procedure. 

(1) Conference shall convene 10:00 a. m. on the day and at the place 
appointed. (2) The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper shall conclude the 
opening devotions. 

(1) The Presiding Elders are a Committee on Nominations, and are 
requested to so arrange that as many members of the Conference as 
possible be assigned committee work. (2) The members of the following 
boards and committees shall be nominated at the session of the Annual 
Conference following the session of the General Conference, and serve 
four years, viz.: Boards of Missions, Church Extension, Education, Sun- 
day School, Ep worth League, Finance, Bible Society, Committees of 
Examination, Admission, and Minutes. (3) The following committees 
shall serve for one year, viz.: Public Worship, Conference Relations, 
Books and Periodicals, District Conference Journals, Temperance, Sab- 
bath Observance, Lay Activities, and Memoirs. (4) Presiding Elders 
are requested to appoint suitable persons to prepare memoirs in the 
interim to the Conference. (5) At the session next preceding the ses- 
sion of the General Conference a committee of seven shall be appointed, 
to whom shall be referred all memorials, resolutions, and suggestions 
properly coming before the General Conference. (6) The Presiding 
Elders shall nominate suitable persons to fill vacancies in boards and 
committees unless otherwise provided for. (7) Committees ordered by 
the Conference shall be appointed by the chair unless otherwise specified. 



The Chairman of the Boards of Missions, Education, Sunday School, 
Church Extension, Epworth League, Bible Society, and I.ay Activities 
are a standing committee to arrange, after consultation with the Secre- 
taries of the General Boards and the Presiding Bishop, such schedule 
of meetings as will best conserve the interests concerned. 



The Historical Society shall have the evening preceding the opening 
of the Conference for its session. 



A sermon shall be preached before the undergraduates the afternoon 
of the first day of Conference, and the Board of Education shall annually 
nominate the preacher and his alternate. 



The Conference Brotherhood shall be given twenty minutes of the 
Thursday morning’s session for its annual meeting at the convenience 
of the Presiding Bishop. 

(1) The Secretary of the Conference shall prepare, have printed, 'and 
distribute to the preachers in charge suitable blanks for making reports 
to the Board of Finance and the Statistical Secretary. (2) Reports of 
preachers in charge shall be handed in to the Board of Finance and the 
Statistical Secretary not later than the afternoon of the first day of 
Conference. 
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Votes shall be viva voce except where otherwise provided by the Dis- 
cipline or ordered by the Conference. 



In debate, speeches shall not exceed fifteen minutes in length. 



In parliamentary practice, the rules of the General Conference shall 
be followed as far as may be necessary. 



As far as possible each member of the Conference shall be present at 
the opening devotions of the Conference the first day and each day there- 
after. 



All reports of boards and committees, and all resolutions, shall be in 
duplicate, and such reports and resolutions be typewritten or written 
in a legible hand. 



All notices shall be handed to the Secretary and read by him at the 
proper time. 



Preachers in charge will be expected to reach their new appointments 
before the second Sunday following the adjournment of Conference. 



The Presiding Elders of the several districts shall furnish the Statisti- 
cal Secretary a copy of the appointment of assessment to the various 
charges of their district when so requested by the Statistical Secre- 
tary. 



The editors of the Minutes shall annually publish in the printed 
Minutes the Standing Rules of the Conference. 



Printed copies of the Minutes shall be neatly bound and submitted to 
the General Conference as our Journal. 



We request our people to decorate the graves of our deceased preach- 
ers the Saturday before Easter; and the preachers in charge to call 
attention to this request. 



The lay delegates to the District Conference shall be elected as fol- 
lows: One lay delegate for each Church in the charge; where the mem- 
bership exceeds two hundred an additional delegate for each two hun- 
dred or majority fraction thereof above the first two hundred; provided 
that no charge* shall have less than two delegates. The trustees of 
district property are ex officio members of the District Conference. 



II. Committees of Examination. 

The Committees of Examination shall meet and discharge their duties 
the day before the session of the Conference. 




We recommend that all examinations shall be in writing. 
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Undergraduates are urged to take the course of study in the Corre- 
spondence School, and certificates of satisfactory work from the Corre- 
spondence School shall be accepted in lieu of examination; provided 
that this shall not apply to applicants for admission on trial. 



III. Board of Missions. 

The Board of Missions shall make to the Conference a full and item- 
ized report of appropriations made to mission charges, and the amounts 
collected on assessments. 



(1) The Missionary Secretary shall prepare suitable blanks for quar- 
terly and annual reports of Conference missionaries to the Board of 
Missions. (2) Missionaries shall not receive their check for the quar- 
ter until the reports of their charges are in the hands of the Missionary 
Secretary. 



The assessments for missions shall be collected early in the Confer- 
ence year. 



IV. Board of Education. 

The Board of Trustees of each educational institution under our 
patronage, the Epworth Orphanage, and all other boards nominated 
by the Board of Education of this Conference, shall make a written 
report upon the institution annually, to the Board of Education of 
this Conference. 



All ministerial students who are beneficiaries at Wofford College shall 
be required to give their notes for tuition; when such beneficiaries shall 
be received in the Conference these notes shall be destroyed; otherwise 
these notes are to be collected. 



The sum of one thousand dollars shall be assessed annually for the 
Ministerial Loan Fund. 



The plan of unified agency for the financial interests of our educational 
institutions, adopted in 1912, is reaffirmed and shall be carried out; and 
in addition to the membership of the Educational Commission therein 
provided, the Chairman and Secretary of the Board of Education of the 
South Carolina Conference shall be ex offi,cio members of the Educational 
Commission. 



V. Sunday School Board. 

A sum equal to one per cent, of the assessment for salary of the 
preacher in charge shall be assessed for the work of the Sunday School 
Board. 



The Conference requests each Sunday School to set apart one Sun- 
day in each month as Orphanage Sunday and a collection be taken for 
the Orphanage. 



VI. Board of Finance. 

(1) All moneys collected on the various assessments, except for Sun- 
day School work, shall be paid to the treasurer of the Board of Finance, 
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and the said treasurer shall pay to each fund the amount due the same. 
(2) The treasurer shall give the Board of Finance a satisfactory bond 
in a bonding company in the sum of five thousand dollars as a protec- 
tion to the Conference. (3) The treasurer shall receive a commission 
of one per cent, of all funds passing through his hands as compensation 
for his services; except that the money collected for Conference claim- 
ants shall be handled by the treasurer without commission. (4) The 
Board of Finance at each Annual Conference shall appoint a committee 
of three of its members to audit the books of the treasurer and make 
a report to the Board of Finance. (5) The Board of Finance is 
instructed to add to the amount assessed for Conference claimants a 
sum sufficient to pay each preacher upon superannuation one hundred 
dollars; also a sum sufficient to pay the family of a preacher dying in the 
active work one hundred dollars, provided the family of the deceased 
preacher does not receive the salary of the deceased preacher in the 
interim to the Conference. (6) The Board of Finance shall apply to 
the Superannuate Endowment Fund such amount of the collection for 
Conference claimants as the Discipline requires or the Conference may 
direct. (7) The treasurer of the Board of Finance shall mail direct to 
each of the claimants upon the Conference the check due. 



The Board of Finance shall apportion the assessment to the various 
districts upon the basis of the amount assessed for salaries of preachers 
in charge the year closing with the Annual Conference, and' districts are 
requested to follow the same plan of apportionment. 



VII. Board of Church Extension. 

The assessment for the William Wallace Duncan Memorial I.oan Fund 
shall remain the same, viz., ten per cent, on the General Board’s assess- 
ment till the ten-year limit is reached. 



VIII. Covenant of Division. 

The Conference reaffirms all agreements made in connection with the 
division of the former South Carolina Conference into the two bodies 
now representing the same.

MEMOIRS. 

Bishop Alpheus Waters Wilson. 

Over a year ago, but since the close of our last Conference, Bishop 
Alpheus Waters Wilson passed to his everlasting reward. I..oved and 
admired as few men have been throughout our land, he had become 
peculiarly dear to the South Carolina Conferences. He presided over 
our assemblies for six times and visited us during his term as Missionary 
Secretary. His extraordinary eloquence in the pulpit, his unerring 
judgment, his profound knowledge of law, especially the law of the 
Church, and his accessibility to all men made his service invaluable. 
Now that he is gone from us and is mourned by all Methodism, we 
claim a place among the chiefest of the bereaved Conferences. And we 
are glad that his last sermon — one of remarkable eloquence and power — 
was preached in our territory at Main Street Church, Greenwood. 

It is not necessary to state the events of this devoted and useful 
life. They are known and read of all men. From his birth in Balti- 
more, Md., February 5, 1834, to the end, November 21, 1916, the world 
knows his story. Only these facts need be named: In his four years as 
Missionary Secretary (1878-1882) he awoke the Southern Methodist 
Church to its duty in missions as it never had been. From that day 
to this our Missionary operations have been upon a right basis and 
have grown with the years. 

Elected Bishop at the end of his term as Missionary Secretary, in 
1882, the care of all the Churches was on his heart and his uttermost 
service was freely laid on God’s altar. He went anywhere he was sent 
and rendered every service required, whether great or small. In the 
course of years he became Senior Bishop and was recognized as the 
chiefest of our leaders, at the same time preserving his simplicity of 
heart and modesty of spirit. He loved the Church, the brethren and 
God with a wonderful love, and that led him to give a wonderful 
service to the end. Almost literally he ceased to work and to live. He 
came from the Bishop’s meeting and Conferences to Greenwood; on 
November 12th he jireached in that city, from Colossians i:25-27, went 
to the Virginia Conference, sitting in Richmond, and attended its daily 
sessions; seized with his last illness, he went bn Monday to his home in 
Baltimore, and on Tuesday, November 21st, 1916, to his home in Heaven. 

The Upper South Carolina Conference cherishing the memory of this 
great and good man would put on record some slight testimony to him 
by the following resolutions: 

Resolved, first, That we thank God for the life and service of Bishop 
Alpheus Waters Wilson, and especially that share of it given to us. 

Resolved, second. That we hold him peerless among our great preachers. 
The chiefest among our chief pastors, a great man and an humble 
Christian, who will be an inspiration to us in the years to come. 

Resolved, third. That we mourn his departure, but are grateful that 
God spared his life so long, and that every day of this life was so lofty 
and stainless. 

Resolved, fourth. That we order to our record this tribute, and that a 
copy be sent to his family, and copies be furnished the Southern 
Christian Advocate, and to the Christian Advocate at Nashville.

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Rev. William Austin Clarke. 

The earthly life work of one of the world’s truest and noblest men 
came to an end at Laurens, S. C., March 7th, 1917, when Rev. William 
Austin Clarke passed from the scenes of earth to the great unseen. 

He was born on Fishing Creek in York District, S. C., August 3d, 
1827. His parents were Henry and Polly Clarke. They were of fine 
old Colonial stock, and their home was a home of piety. When 19 years 
old he was clearly and powerfully saved, and at once went forward 
in Christian work. Before the six months probation expired he was 
appointed class teacher. The four years following his conversion, before 
he was licensed to preach, were intently occupied in study. Much of 
his time he had the guiding hand of Dr. Robert L. Abernathy in his 
studies, so while he had not the advantage of a college course, it was 
largely supplied under the teaching of this able educator. Therefore, 
when he went up as a candidate for admission into the South Carolina 
Conference, which met at Wadesboro, N. C., January 5th, 1850, he was 
well prepared to pass his examination. Of the 67 years of his member- 
ship in the Conference, 41 were in active service and 26 in the superan- 
nuate relation. He would have continued active work longer, but for 
an affliction that prevented him from riding. Notwithstanding his 
long retirement, his interest in the work continued, and his heart of 
love was warm toward the brethren. 

I have known Brother Clarke for 50 years. Our relation to each other 
has been intimate and friendly, and I can truthfully say that he was 
a true and loyal servant of his Lord. 

He was a man of courage, preached plainly, and never seemed to 
fear the face of men. He passed through many trials, yet he was 
patient, with wonderful self-control. 

As a preacher, he was clean in thought and doctrine, and often 
preached with great power. At Mt. Bethel Camp Meeting, in Laurens, 
in 1877, on Sunday night, he preached with Pentecostal power. It was 
one of the most effective sermons I have ever heard, and more than 25 
souls were saved that night. 

Brother Clarke was married twice. On December 13th, 1853, he was 
married to Miss Catherine Elizabeth Shuford, of Gaston county, N. C. 
Ten children were born to them, the first four died in childhood, and 
six are still living. The mother died December 8th, 1887, while he was 
on the Tumbling Shoals charge. He was again married on October 1st, 
1889, to Mrs. Janie Sullivan Todd, of Laurens, S. C. She only survived 
him a few months, and in a short while they were together in the 
Heavenly Place. 

Brother Clarke was a fond and loving father, devoted to his family. 
“His children rise up and call him blessed.” In the passing of Brother 
and Sister Clarke it may truly be said, “As a shock of corn fully ripe 
is gathered in its season.” Their dust sleeps near together in the 
Laurens cemetery. 

“How well he fell asleep. 

Like some proud river widening towards the sea. 

Calmly and grandly, silently and deep 
Life joined Eternity.”

Rev. William Pascal Meadors. 




On July 12, 1917, Rev. William Pascal Meadors, one of our strongest 
men, fell on sleep, at Kingstree, S. C. The end was sudden. On the 
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morning of that day he seemed to be in as good health as usual and was 
down street till time for dinner. He went home and in less than an 
hour his spirit took its flight. 

For forty years he had gone in and out among us, and when he 
departed this life he was generally missed and mourned. Admitted on 
trial in 1876, he was sent to a mountain mission, where he made full 
proof of his ministry. Steadily advanced to more and more important 
work, in 1895 he was appointed to Charleston District. In that position 
he found his place for best service, and he proved to be eminently suc- 
cessful. 

Kind and brotherly to all his preachers and to all laymen, quick to 
see the need of charges and the possibilities of preachers, his service 
as Presiding Elder in the field and in the cabinet was rarely equaled, 
and he was more and more valued and esteemed. This was not because 
he tried to be popular, or to be all things to all men. On the contrary, 
he only sought to do his duty as he saw it, and he was unflinchingly 
faithful to the Church and to God. He was brave enough and true 
enough to tell people when they were wrong, and it was a joy to tell 
them when they were right. Preachers soon learned that they were 
safe in his hands, and charges, that their interests would not be for- 
gotten. 

He knew Methodism, and, while friendly to all Christians, he felt 
that all his strength was due to the Methodist Church. 

The late Bishop Wilson wrote: “Brother Meadors is one of the best 
Presiding Elders I have ever known” — and the Bishop knew what he 
was saying. 

The Church was wise enough to use him for nineteen years on district 
work — a record only exceeded by the late Dr. Power and Dr. Chrietzburg 
in our tiriu-s. Besides this he served one year on a mission, one on a 
station, ciirhleen on circuits, and was superannuate a little over a 
>ear. 

Brother Meadors was every inch a man. He was absolutely fearless, 
outspoken, and true to God and his fellow men. He never failed a 
friend, especially in the time of distress, and he never flinched before 
an opposer. He was so strong that some men did not know how kind- 
hearted he was. But no one among us loved more truly or sympathized 
more freely with his fellows. He carried the trials of his brethren as 
well as the cares of all the Churches. And in his home life there was 
a gracious gentleness and a sweet courtesy that blessed wife and 
children — and those who visited this charming haven. 

Brother Meadors was born in Laurens county, May 15, 1854. He 
joined the Church in 1874; was licensed November 11, 1876; was admitted 
on trial December, 1876. All the years of his life were pure and 
true, faithful and devoted. 

He was thrice married, first to Miss Kate Boyce English, of Union 
county, and second, to Miss Janie Bell Hutchinson, of Abbeville county. 
Two girls and five boys were the fruits of this union. His third mar- 
riacre was to Miss Emma Sipple, of Grahamville, S. C., who, with his 
children, mourn their loss and rejoice at the same time in the splendid 
record he has left them. 

The preaching of Brother Meadors was orthodox and strong. He 
made little or no effort at the embellishment of his messages; he depended 
upon the truth and upon the power of the Spirit to accomplish results, 
nor was he disappointed. “See'^t thou a man diligent in his business? 
He shall stand before kings. He shall not stand before mean men.” 
And when he is diligent in God’s business he shall stand before the King 
of Kings! John O. Willson. 
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Rev. John Good Farr. 

On November the first, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, through the 
parentage of Mr. and Mrs. D. J. Farr, there came into this world a son, 
whom they named John Good. On September the twentieth, nineteen 
hundred and seventeen, this son, through the grace of the I^ord Jesus 
Christ, entered Heaven. 

In his birth our brother inherited a deeply spiritual and religious 
nature. This fact was manifested in early childhood, when being con- 
verted he united with the Church of his parents. Although his educa- 
tional advantages were very limited, yet he would not surrender to cir- 
cumstances nor halt at difficulties. With strength of will, mind and 
heart he responded to the call for service in the religious activities of 
his Church and community. His nature was too positive to permit of 
his being a neutral in the conflict between good and evil; nor did any 
one question for which of these he stood. 

In young manhood he was licensed to exhort, nor did his quarterly 
conference hesitate to give him license to preach in the year 1892. 
He ever regarded his ministry seriously, as was evidenced in his pre- 
paring himself for deacon’s orders in 1896, and for elder’s orders in 
1901. For years he was a trusted officer of his county. Politically 
and commercially he so directed his life as not to destroy or to lose 
among his fellow men their confidence in his ministerial and Chris- 
tian integrity. The people trusted him in office, heard him gladly in 
pulpit, and never doubted his honesty in business transactions. His 
first charge after entering the itinerancy, in 1907, was Green Street 
Church, Union, his home town. Here he served acceptably and with 
success three years. Four years on Bethlehem Circuit, Florence District, 
and three years on Lexington Circuit, Columbia District, where he 
ended his labors, were his fields of service. 

Brother Farr was a loyal man. He found no fault with the policies 
of his Church, nor did he fail to defend her doctrines. He was faithful 
to every trust committed to him. He stopped not to measure his 
strength when opportunity for service was given. The line of least 
resistance had no attraction for him if the harder line offered the larger 
good. A few days before he came to his death he preached day and 
night in a revival meeting where many souls were converted. He 
worked up to the very gate of death, nor would he cease because a 
suffering body protested. Thus did he finish the work he was called 
to do. 

The keynote of our brother's ministry was “Come to Jesus.” He 
uttered no other expression with so much affection and persuasiveness. 
We doubt if he ever preached a sermon that he failed to clear the way 
for men to come to Jesus. 

Twice was Brother Farr married. First to Miss Addie Newberry, who 
gave birth to seven children, who are left to suffer the loss of both 
parents: Mamie (Mrs. King), Melvin, Harley, Perrin, Vera, Eloise, and 
Lillian. His second marriage was to Miss Arizona Williams. To them 
was born one child, now in heaven with the father, while the mother 
sorrows here on earth. 

In the Church yard of old Foster Chapel Church, Kelton Circuit, 
where lie the remains of many of his dear ones, on September the 22d, 
the writer, assisted by Revs. L. L. Wagnon, J. H. Brown, J. W. Speake, 
and W. C. Kelly, committed the body of our brother to the grave, being 
surrounded by an immense congregation, who had come from all por- 
tions of Union county. We aU knew, as we turned sorrowfully from the 
grave, that he, whom we loved, had gone to be forever with the Lord.
